WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—(AP)—Secretary of War Stim- 
son combined a promise of increased delivery of weapons 
to Russia with the observation today that destruction of 
the German sixth army before Stalingrad had freed large 
numbers of Soviet troops for offensive operations. 


The Stalingrad disaster was one |

swept nearly 100 miles west of 
Voronezh on the upper Don, push- 
ing steadily over deep snowrfields 
on skis and motorized sleds. The 
special communique said Shchigry, 
33 miles east of Kursk, had fallen, 
as well as Tim, 42 miles to the 
southeast. 

Twenty-two miles north of 
Kursk the Russians held Zolotuk- 
hino, captured Wednesday. The 
midnight bulletin also said Kolpny, 
40 miles to the northeast, now was 
in Russian hands. Kolpny is the 
beginning of a railway spur that 
winds down to the main Voronezh- 
Kursk railway a short distance 
east of Kursk. 


Trap Sprung January 27. 
The Russians said they first 
sprang their trap on the remnants 
of nine Axis divisions in the 50- 
mile stretch between Voronezh 
and Kastornoye on January 27. 
Since that time they have killed 
17,000 Axis troops and captured 
27,000, including Major General 
Stomm, commander of the Third 
Hungarian Army Corps, and two 
of his aides, an artillery general 
named Dese, and a Major Cato of 
the general staff. 


Between January 13 and Janu-|' 


ary 28 the Russians already had 
announced the capture of 86,000 
Axis troops alone in the Voronezh 
sector. 

If Kursk can be taken the north- 
south rail line between Smolensk 
on the central front, Kharkov, 
Ukraine capital, and Melitopol and 
the Crimea in the south would 
be cut. Kharhov would be flank- 
ed, and the fluidity of the entire 
network of German supply lines 
would be hampered. 

The Russian . armies in the 
Ukraine already are within 63 
miles of Kharkov after capturing 
the strategic rail junction of Kup- 
yansk yesterday, and the fall of 
Voroshilovgrad is expected soon 
by many observers. 

Rail Lines Are Cut. 

This Donets basin industrial cen- 
ter already had had one rail line 
connecting it to Kharhov severed 
at Krasny Liman, 75 miles to the 
northwest, and Soviet units also 
are fighting only 10 miles east 
of it. The seizure of Krasny Li- 
man by the Russians cut direct 
rail communications between 
Kharkov, Voroshilovgrad and Ros- 
tov. One other railway remains 
to be cut between those two cities 
to strand the Germans at Rostov, 
and the Russians at Krasny Liman 
are only 12 miles above _ Slav- 
yansk, a junction on that line. 

In the Kupyansk area, the mid- 
night communique said, the Rus- 
sians killed 1,400 enemy troops in 
cleaning out the town adjoining 
the railway junction, and had cap- 
tured 15 tanks, 34 guns, 43 mor- 
tars, 1,900 rifles, 12 trucks, two 
flour dumps, and other material. 

Dvurechnaya, 12 miles north of 
Kupyansk, and Borovaya, 25 miles 
to the south, also were reported 
captured during Thursday’s oper- 
ations. } 

Of the Voronezh trap the Rus- 
sians said they had killed more 
than 5,000 enemy troops since Jan- 
uary 30, and had captured 13,000 
in operations that began January 
27 when the Soviet noose first was 
thrown around the Axis forces. 

“Our troops split this group and 
are wiping them out,” the commu- 
nique added. “All attempts of the 


encireled enemy to break through 
the ring of our troops failed.” 

Since January 27, the communi- 
que said, “incomplete data’’ 
showed the Russians had captured 
143 tanks, 516 guns, 149 mortars, 
582 machineguns, 12,000 rifles, 
310,000 shells, 400,000 cartridges, 
64 radio stations, 2,361 trucks, 447 
motorcycles, 32 railway trains and 
122 various dumps. 


Battlefront dispatches empha- 
sized the deep snow piles across 
which the Russians were adtanc- 
ing toward Kursk, whose railway 
connections with Orel to the north 
now have been cut. 


In one place Axis troops aban- 
doned 22 trucks they were unable 
tc move because of the snow, these 
dispatches said. 


On the Caucasian front the Rus- 

sians still were pressing back the 
Germans into a_ northwestern 
pocket bounded by Novorossisk 
and Krasnodar on the south, the 
Black Sea and Sea of Azov on the 
west, Rostov on the north, and the 
Tikhoretsk-Rostov railway on the 
east. : 
Red Marines Land. 
The reported landing of the Red 
marines north of Novorossisk 
along the Black Sea coast came 
after yesterday’s Moscow an- 
nouncement that Red army land 
forces had taken Kuschevskaya, 43 
miles below Rostov. This town is 
the northern junction of a railway 
leading south to Krasnodar, and 
its seizure cut off that avenue of 
escape for the Germans. 


Other Russian units seizing Ka- 
galnitskaya, 35 miles northeast of 
Kuschevskaya, were only 30 miles 
from Rostov in the steady envelop- 
ment of that big Nazi base. 

The Berlin radio said the Soviet 
landing on the Taman peninsula 
occurred early this morning. 


“On the coast north of Novoros- 


sisk,” the broadcast said, “the Rus- 
sians undertook several large-scale 
landing attempts to attack the rear 
of German bridgehead positions on 
the Taman peninsula. 

“In two places this operation 
failed, during which most of the 
landing craft was sunk with their 
crews before they could reach 
shore. 

“In the third place, however, the 
Russians succeeded in gaining a 
foothold. They immediately were 
pressed 4 together on a narrow 
stretch of coast.” F 

Novorossisk itself appafreatly 
was imminently menaced, for t 
Berlin radio said the Russians con- 
centrated their attacks against “the 
area of Novorossisk and north of

“They attacked all through the 
day with strong infantry and tank 
forces,” the broadcast continued. 
“German lines were continuously 
stormed,” 

Krasnodar, Kuban provincial 
capital and the second major Cau- 
casian city left to thc enemy, also 
was being menaced by the Rus- 
sians. It is 60 miles east of No- 
vorossisk. The Russians last were 
reported closing in on the city 
from three sides, and one Soviet 
column was only 30 miles away. 

If the Russians secure their 
bridgehead on the Taman penin- 
sula the Germans based at No- 
vorossisk and Krasnodar still could 
attempt an escape by boat—across 
the Sea of Azov to the Russian 
mainland west of- Rostov.

After being confined in death

Report how many jars, cans or bottles, eight ounces or larger, 
your household has of fruits, vegetables, fruit and vegetable juices, 
canned soups, chili sauce and catsup. Give just one figure—the 
total number of containers, minus the five cans per person allow- 
ance. You don’t have to report how many of each kind. 

Don’t include jellies, jams, preserves, canned meat, 
relish, pickles, spaghetti, macaroni, noodles, frozen or 

And don’t count home preserved foods. 

teport how many pounds of coffee your household had on 
November 28, the date coffee rationing went into effect, less .one 
pound for each person whose age as shown on War Ration Book 

One is 14 years or older. This is an amend- 
ment to the previous regulations which re- 
quired that the age shown on the ration book 
be at least 15 years, and it means that as soon 
as War Ration Book Two is issued, coffee may 
be purchased with books showing the age to 
be 14 or more.

Stamps To Be Removed 


For Coffee Violations 

On the basis of the figures on the declaration form, coffee 
stamps will be removed from your old ration books for all the 
coffee over the one pound per person allowance. If any coffee 
stamps are missing from a book showing an age of 13 or under, 
indicating that the book has been used illegally to buy coffee, 
a stamp will be removed -from an adult book in the family for 
each missing child’s stamp, to make up for it. 

From the new ration books one eight-point stamp will be re- 
moved for each excess can, bottle or jar on hand. 

Mrs. E. M. Myers, of 1655 Lenox road, N. E., wants to know 
if she may register for War Ration Book Two for her maid, who 
has all but three meals per week at Mrs. Myers’ home. OPA says 
yes, that a woman may register for all members of her household, 
whether they all belong to her family or not.

Replacing Lost Books 
Up to Local Boards 


That.is a matter entirely up to his local war price and rationin 
board. “Loss of the books should be reported at once to the boar 
and it is possible that the new books can be issued this week before 
stamp No. 28 expires on February 7. 

Ethel and Bertie Hyde run a small grocery store near Law- 
renceville and ask where to obtain the information necessary for 
them to sell the new rationed commodities. 

They may make application directly to their local ration board, 
in this case the board of Gwinnett county, and complete regula- 
tions which they must follow will be furnished. 

Some misunderstanding about excess stocks of canned goods 
apparently still exists. Earl R. Slider, of 1369 Ogle- 
thorpe avenue, S. W., poses this problem in a letter 
to the Ration Counter. 

“My family consists of four, wife, two children 
and self, all employed since the demand for labor 
is so acute. We have breakfast at home, also the 
evening meal. We carry a supply of canned goods, 
as we usually have to depend on these to a great 
extent for our evening meal. 

“Our problem is this: Suppose we take our inventory of canned 
goods and they total 100 cans. We deduct the 20 cans allowed us 
and have remaining 80 cans to declare as our inventory. Will we 
be allowed to retain our stock of 80 cans or would we be required 
to surrender them? 

“For my part I would rather be penalized my ration points and 
retain my merchandise, as | know that my stocks were bought at 
much lower prices than I would have to pay now. Or will they 
take out eight-point coupons from our ration books, leaving the 
other points for other purchases and still let us retain our 80 cans?” 


Family Can Keep ae 
Stocks on Hand 


This family would be allowed to keep the stocks it has on hand. 
OPA has never considered asking the public to surrender those 
supplies it already has. Eight-point coupons will be removed from 
the books, one stamp for each excess can. In the case of the 
Slider family, which will have four ration books, all 80 of the 
eight-point stamps could be removed and still leave a few. 

Each ration book contains 24 blue stamps with a value of eight 
points, or a total of 96 such stamps. Dividing the deductions 
evenly among the books, 20 stamps would be torn from each of 
the books and four left for use during the life of the book.

He is 
solely responsible for the nine pennants they have won 
in 42 years. Mr. Mack was raised in the City of Brotherly 
Love, but he has always had a competitive axe out for 
rival clubs. 

And with Connie Mack today life begins .at 80. He 
regrets it won't be possible to take his Athletics away to 
a warm clime for spring training because cold weather 
drills will mean that he must spend more time away from 
the team in training.

First, because like 
anybody else, as long as they have 
their income they continue to pay 
their taxes; and when they die, 
what otherwise would have been 
payable as income tax on the tax- 
payer’s previous year’s income is 
subject to estate taxes in his high- 
est brackets.” 

“Notice,” he said, “that we shall 
all go along paying our income 
taxes as we have before, only they 
will be on a current basis. The 
Treasury will also go along getting 
its revenue. 

“The only difference is that 
when a taxpayer dies or ceases to 
receive income he will not owe in- 
come tax as. he does under the 
present system. Reduction of tax 
payment by the taxpayer as a re- 
sult of setting the tax clock ahead 
occurs only at some future date, 
when and as the taxpayer’s income 
ceases or declines. The reduction 
‘is therefore spread over the whole 
lifetime of the present income-tax- 
paying generation, and occurs 
beneficially for each taxpayer at 
the time when his income fails.” 

The present collection system 
which automatically puts a tax- 
payer in debt to the government 
at the start of a new year he called 
“a modern form of peonage that 
locks men and women into their 
present work and level of income. 
They cannot afford to lose their 
jobs, to become sick or to retire.”

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
THE WISEST COURSE WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—In view 


of all the purer-than-thou hullaba- 
loo raised over his appointment, Edward J. Flynn, the former 
Democratic national chairman, undoubtedly followed the wisest 
course in asking President Roosevelt to with- 
draw his nomination as envoy to Australia. 
There was no assurance that the nomina- 
tion could be confirmed, and even if it had 
been Mr. Flynn’s usefulness would have been 
handicapped by all of the absurd charges pre- 
ferred against his name. It did not matter 
particularly that he had been exonerated of 
the charges after a thorough investigation by 
the senate foreign affairs committee. 
The Flynn attack was aimed not so much 
at Mr. Flynn as it was against the President. 
By seeking to bring the appointment into dis- 
repute the Republicans and most of the abet- 
ting Democrats were deliberately attempting 
to smear the™national administration. 
Mr. Flynn lent himself admirably to the 
scheme by virtue of the fact that he was a 
retiring chairman of the Democratic national 
committee, a long-time personal friend and 
political advisor to the President His repudiation would tend to 
reflect on the White House. 

There is not the slightest doubt that had the circumstances 
been reversed—had the nomination gone to some Republican 
political boss of comparable standing—the Republicans would have 
swallowed their holier-than-thou attitude without a murmer and 
taken the appointment whole-hog. 

Nor would any of the Democratic purists been likely to have 


raised a whisper of opposition. 
PROOF IS RECORD The_ proof of all of that is in the 
record. Mr. Roosevelt, during the 


ten years he has been President, has appointed many ‘Republicans 
to high office. ‘So far as memory serves not a single one of the 
list has been made the target of Republican attack. , 

But the most convincing evidence of the animus back of th 
attack on Mr. Flynn is found in the list of senate Democrats who 
opposed him. Practically all of them are perennial Roosevelt 
haters, men who day in and day out have opposed every major 
legislative project of the administration not associated with tht 
war effort. They have a record of opposition more consistent 
than the Republicans. Here they are: 


DEMOCRAT REBELS Senator Wheeler, of Montana, the for- 
mer arch isolationist whose deep- 
seated hatred of the President is almost psycopathic. 

Senator Byrd, of Virginia, leader of one of the best greased 
courthouse political gangs in the country, who has never been 
able to see anything good in the New Deal. Mr. Roosevelt often 
has found it necessary to slap him down for some half-baked 
criticism. 

Senator Cotton Ed Smith, of South Carolina, who has never for- 
gotten the 1938 purge. 

Senator Millard Tydings, of Maryland, another one of the 1938 
purgees. 

Senator Pat McCarran, of Nevada, a wild Irishman who sees a 
red flag in every reference to the New Deal. 

Senator Van Nuys, of Indiana, who long ago went sour on the 
administration and is now having a relapse. _ 

Senator Gillette, of Iowa, not so much an offender as some of 
the others, but who still has a record of consistent opposition to 
administration reform measures. 

IRONICAL CRUMP Something ironical is found in the fact 

that the final coup de grace on the Flynn 
nomination was provided by another political boss, Edward H. 
Crump, of Memphis. It was his influence that caused two other- 
wise staunch administration supporters—Senators McKeller and 
Stuart, of Tennessee—to flop over to the opposition. 

Crump, who rules the most populous county of Tennessee with 
a greater iron hand than any Tammany sachem ever did, is a re- 
formed political boss. He got religion a few years ago and de- 
cided to clean up Memphis. The purist attitude he now takes 
against one of his own ilk—Mr. Flynn having been boss of the 
Bronx—is comparable only to the intolerance of a reformed drunk. 


COULD HAVE DONE BETTER prone the standpoint of Mr. 


lynn’s diplomatic experi- 
ence, which was nil, the President undoubtedly might have made 
a happier selection for the Australian post. 

But then time has shown a trained diplomat does not alwavs 
make the best ambassador. Take the case of James W. Gerard, 
American ambassador to Germany before the last war. for example.

SPEECH TO P.-T. A. I like P.-T. A. organizations because I 
think they do a good job with schools 


and for school children. Politicians think twice before they do harm 
to schools,-because they know the P.-T. A. is watching them. 

If the P.-T. A. is wondering about the war and small children. 
I think the story of the boy who wanted to know where the Marines 
were that day on Calvary, is a good one for them. 

It explains what mothers and fathers want to teach their chil- 
dren to be and believe. That is, to believe fiercely that injustice 
is wrong and that those who are unjust and cruel should be 
punished. 

I recall being on the streets of Vienna, Austria, on April 19, 
1938, watching the parade of Hitler youth and the newly recruited 

ustrian youth. 

They marched and sang and the songs were cruel. They were 
about the beauties of guns and of steel, of the beauties of seeing 
one’s enemies burning at the torture stake. 

I think,. perhaps, I have been wrong in not trying to explain 
what Hitlerism means’to the world through what it has meant to 
children. 


SOME OF THE WRONGS Some of the wrongs are plain to 


see. These things I will print are 
true things, taken from the published and spoken word of the Nazi 
leaders. 

Julius Streicher, speaking at Nuremberg, October 4, 1936, said 
to a congress of young people: 

“Instead of running to church, your mothers ought to stay at 
home and prepare focd for your fathers. And when somebody will 
send you boys to the divine service you had better play football 
But when any one of your comrades ... will not join in the game, 
beat him until he drops dead.” 

One of the nursery songs, by Gregor Zeimer, reads: 


“We love our Fuehrer, 
We honor our Fuehrer, 
We follow our Fuehrer, 
Until men we are! 


“We believe in our Fuehrer, 
We honor our Fuehrer, 
We die for our Fuehrer, 
Until heroes we are. 


The National-Zeitung (newspaper) published, in October, a new 
Nazi school song: 


“We are the merry Hitler youth, 

We need no Christian virtue, 

For our leader, Adolf Hitler, 

Is our redeemer, our intercessor . . .” 


Hans Hauptmann, writing on “Bolshevism in the Bible.” an 
authorized Nazi publication, wrote: 

“The teaching of mercy and love of one’s neighbor is foreign 
to the German race and the Sermon on the Mount is according to 
Nordic sentiment, an ethic for cowards and idiots.” 

In discussing education, Hitler said: 

“My teaching is hard. Weakness has to be knocked out of them. 
In my schools a youth will grow up before whom the world will 
shrink back. Youth must have no weakness or tenderness init.. .” 

That is some of it. In Germany, were there a teacher to tell the 
story of the Crucifixion, the Nazi ideal would be a child who would 
gloat over it. And enjoy the cruelty of it. 

There would not be one child to cry out, in anger and in anguish 
of spirit: 

“Where were the Marines?”

OFF THE RECORD-By Ed Reed 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


As a great English ambassador once said in a hook, we are a 
meek and long-suffering and obedient people, prone to endure any 
wrong that is endurable rather than make a fuss about it. But 
while we honor authorities which seem to us justly and properly 
constituted, we instinctively and violently resent any attempted 
coercion by an authority we don’t recognize. 

When an older sister orders Junior to do an errand, he answers 
in scornful resentment: “You're not my boss.” He doesn’t resent 
the order itself, but his sister’s assumption of authority. 

The one injustice that infuriates young and old alike is that of 
being pushed around by somebody who has no right to do it. 

When the anthracite miners invited the wrath of the nation by 
a strike that seemed almost treasonable, they were not striking 
against their employers or even against their master, John L. Lewis. 

They rebelled against an increase of dues voted upon them by 
the soft-coal miners, whase authority they did not recognize. Their 
own delegates in the miners’ convention had voted against the in- 
crease, but had been outvoted by the more numerous soft-coa] 
delegates. : 

The anthracite miners considered themselves the victims of 
tyranny. Something had been forced upon them by outsiders, 
whose only right was might. They wouldn’t stand for it. 

A 50-cent monthly increase of dues is a small matter, but any 
assumption of authority without the consent of the governed is a 
great and dangerous matter. 

This is not to say that the anthracite miners had a just grievance. 
Their attitude may have been as wrong as their strike. The point 
is that they believed themselves taxed by strangers, to whom they 
had given no such authority, and as free men in a free land they 
resented it and rebelled against it. 

So the people of America rebel more and more against bureau- 
cratic assumption of power. The rebellion is only vocal and spirit- 
ual, but\its very existence is dangerous when our lives depend upon 
co-operation. . 

People will endure almost anything in the name of patriotism, 
but they frankly dislike being bossed by men they didn’t elect. 
They resent law-making by men whose only power is “delegated” 
to them by the President. 

Some of this is necessary; but bureaucrats are playing with 
dynamite if they don’t use their power with the utmost tact and 
humility.

Good Proteins 


From week to week the food¢(sprinkled over the macaroni), % 


situation changes and no one can 
predict with certainty how much 
and what foods will be available 
for civilian consumption when all 
necessary rationing goes into ef- 
fect. Of one thing at least we 
ean be sure: there will be short- 
ages of foods that heretofore have 
figured in our daily meals and to 
make sure the health of the family 
suffers no ill effects from such 
shortages the homemaker must 
know a great deal about nutri- 
tion. She must know what foods 
supply proteins of good quality 
for these are interchangeable, but 
of course protein foods are not 
interchangeable with ( 
foods nor with any. other kind. 

Meats are an- excellent source 
of proteins, but so is cheese, :f 
the cheese is of.the whole-milk 
variety. All of the “cheddar 
cheeses to which family our plain 
American belongs supply proteins 
of good quality. And it takes only 
3-4 pound of cheese to supply the 
same amount of protein that 1 
pound of lean meat supplies. Oth- 
er good protein foods are: milk, 
eggs, nuts, fish and dried beans 
and peas. But let us consider 
cheese dishes that from a nutri- 
tional standpoint are good alter- 
natives for meat. 

Baked Kidney Bean and Cheese 
Loaf: For 6 servings use the fol- 
lowing: 

Soak 2 cups kidney beans over- 
night in cold water. In the morn- 
ing cook in boiling water until 
tender, or for about 2 hours. When 
tender, drain and mash with a po- 
tato. masher. Mix the mashed 

beans with 1 1-2 cups soft stale 
“breadcrumbs, 1 1-2 teaspoons salt, 
1-4. teaspoon poultry seasoning 
and 1 pound well flavored Ameri- 
ean cheese, grated. Melt 3 table- 
spoons shortening in a frying pan 
(meat drippings give good flavor)

Whether you’ve baked hot 
breads for years or are trying your 
hand at home-baking for the first 
time, you will find these “snail” 
rolis are easily and quickly made. 
Milk is the liquid used for plain 
white rolls that arrive at table 
fragrant and oven-hot to the de- 
light of an appreciative family. 
Then for special occasions, you 
can work a simple trick and turn 
out a pin, cheese and parsley 
flavored roll that is the perfect 
accompaniment to a green or fruit 
salad. If you have a_ party 
scheduled, by all means do the 
rolls in technicolor! 
recipe: 

Snail Rolls. 

1 or 2 yeast cakes 

3-4 cup milk (or tomato juice) 

I teaspoon salt oe 

2 tablespoons margarine, melted 

1 teaspoon onion juice (use only 

when tomato juice is. the 
liquid, omit for plain rolls) 

2 1-4 cups enriched flour 


Crumble yeast into a bowl, add 
sugar and liquid, heated to luke 
warm and let stand 5 minutes. 
Then add salt, warm, but not hot 
margarine, half the flour and 
beat smooth. Add rest of flour, 
beat until smooth and knead un- 
til smooth and elastic: Place in 
bowl, brush top with margarine, 
cover closely and let stand in 
warm place until dough is dou- 
bled in bulk. Turn out on a flour- 
ed board, roll to a circle 1-4 inch 
thick. Brush with soft margarine. 
Cut circle inta 16 pieces, wedge- 
shaped, and roll each from edge to 
point. Place, point under, on a 
well greased baking sheet, let rise 
in warm place, about 10 minutes, 
and bake in 400-degree oven about 
15 minutes. Makes 16 rolls. 


To Make the Rolls Salmon. 
Pink. 


Use tomato juice instead of 
milk, add the onion juice and pro- 
ceed as for the plain rolls. When 
rolled out, sprinkle thickly with 
grated cheese and finely chopped 
parsley, before cutting. Let rise 
in rolls.

Buffet Suppers 


An invitation to Sunday night supper is an invitation seldom 
refused, for these informal get-to-gethers are enjoyed by everyone, 
including the hostess. The menus for such suppers never are elab- 
orate and buffet serving makes them the easiest kind of party to 
manage. 

A Sunday gight supper usually is built around one dish that is 
the “specialty of the house.” It may be baked beans, spaghetti, 
shrimp Newburg, waffles, Welsh rarebit, chop suey or whatever. 
One popular hostess I know builds her informal suppers around 
baked beans .and onion sandwiches; another serves Welsh rarebit 
and a raw vegetable salad; still another serves a shrimp chow mein 
which her husband makes and makes very well indeed, though it is 
the only dish he knows how to cook. Your specialty may be scram- 
bled eggs, or flavorful hamburger sandwiches, or you may be one 
of those who ‘have a “hand at salads.” Whatever you cook su- 
premely well, make it your “specialty” and build many informal 
suppers around it these days fos friends who are lonely for loved 
ones far away, and for service men who @re away from home [It 
is one of the simple things you can do to help keep morale high. 

There are only two things to keep in mind in preparing for 
such an informal supper; the first is to have plenty of whatever 
you serve, the other is to provide a place where guests can sit 
down with their food. Card tables may be put up at convenient 
spots, or other small tables cleared for eating, but no man will 
forget or-forgive a hostess who compels him to balance a plate and 
cup on ‘his lap! 

If you haven’'t.chosen a “specialty” here are suggestions for sime 
ple buffet suppers; they may be served regular style for other occa- 
sions, 1f you like: 

1. Italian spaghetti with meat sauce; tossed green salad, hard 
rolls, apple pie, coffee or tea. 


2. Esealloped corn and chicken en casserole; small hot biscuits, 
watermelon or peach pickle, tomato salad, layer cake, coffee or tea. 

3. Shrimp a la Newburg; toast, crisp potato chips, orange and 
grapefruit salad, peach up-side-down cake, tea or coffee 

_ 4. Welsh rarebit on toast, tomato and cucumber salad, cherry 

pie, tea or coffee. 

5. Baked beans; rye bread, cole slaw, thin ham sandwiches, 
ambrosia, tea or coffee. 

6. Chicken a la king on wdffles: congealed vegetable salad, fruit 
cup with sherbet, tea or coffee. 


Shrimp a la Newburg. | 
(For 10 Servings.) 


Melt one-half cup margarine in a double boiler, blend in 4 table~- 
spoons flour, 1 teaspoon salt and a dash of cayenne pepper. Mix 
well then add 1 cup milk and 1 cup thin cream, stirring until sauce 
is smooth and thickened. Have ready 4 cups cooked shrimps, each 
shrimp cut into two or three pieces, add to sauce and let stand over 
hot water until shrimps are thoroughly heated. Beat 2 egg yolks 
until light and mix with 1-4 cup dry sherry. Add several spoonsful 
of the hot sauce to the egg yolk mixture, then add it slowly to the 
shrimp mixture. Serve at once on toast, split hot biscuits or in 
patty shells. Lobster, crabmeat or any seafood combination may be 
used instead of the shrimp. 


Chicken a la King. 
(For 10 Servings.) 


Cut cold chicken in dice to make 4 cups. Shred | tablespoon 
green pepper and 1 canned pimento. Melt 1 tablespoon margarime 
in saucepan, add the peppers and cook slowly about 5 minutes. Add 
a can of condensed mtishroom soup, 1 cup milk and the chicken. 
Stir until smooth and let simmer about 10 minutes. Mix 1 teaspoon 
cornstarch with 1 tablespoon cold milk and stir it into the chicken 
mixture. Let come to boiling point and serve on toast. This may 
be kept over hot water quite a while before serving, if necessary. 


When you're entertaining Marines you'll flatter and please them 
tremendously with “Australian Seagull a la MacArthur,” which, it 
is said, the MacArthurs serve at home dinners. “Seagull” is a@ 
Marine term for chicken. Here’s the recipe: 


Australian Chicken 

2 frying chickens 1-8 teaspoon pepper 

1 bayleaf 12 thin slices bacon 

1 large onion 1 cup chicken stock 

1 teaspoon salt 1 cup milk 

Cut chicken in serving pieces, barely cover with water, add’ bay 

leaf and onion cut in thin sfices, cover and cook gently until chicken 
is tender. Remove chicken from stock and boil stock rapidly until 
it is reduced to one cup. . Mix salt and pepper and sprinkle over - 
the chicken, roll each piece in flour, fasten a slice of bacon around 
eacAgpiece and brown in fat. When chicken is brown and bacon 
crisp, pour over it the chicken stock, and milk and simmer gently 
15 or 20 minutes. Serve with rice or noodles.
